Please enter the following preliminary amendment before substantive examination 
of the above-referenced application. Forty- four new claims are added herein at a cost of 
three hundred ninety six dollars (44 x $9 = $396). Eight new independent claims are 
added at a cost of three hundred ninety six dollars (8 x $42 = $336).
